Extinguisher, the invention of a resident 
of Loa Angeles, Mr. A. W. Beaserer. 
D aring the past year or tw o this oity has 
had num erous exhibitions of grenades 
as a means of putting out fires, but with 
■caroely an exception, they have proved 
unsatisfactory.

I t is not exaggeration in the least to 
say th at the teat» given yesterday were 
in every respect highly satisfactory to 
tha large crowds which assembled on 
Los Angeles street. 
A frame building 
constructed of light pine lumber, 12x15, 
stood in the oentei- of the street fully 
exposed to the sharp afternoon trade 
wind. 
A t 3:30 r. u . this structure, to ­ 
gether with ita ooatents of shavingo, 
was soaked w ith oealoil. 
At 3:45 r. M. 
tbe m atch wae applied, and iu two 
m inutes tbe whole structure was com­ 
pletely enveloped in flames. Apparently 
nothing in th e world could «ave it from 
complete destruction.
